Q. Are complete dentures et cr es satisfactory 
as natured teeth? 


A. If by “satisfactory" you refer to chewing 
ability, the answer is “no.” Chewing tests recently 
conducted by dentists show that most people 
w ith upper and lower plates are even more handi­ 
capped than had been supposed. With natural 
teeth rated at IOO per cent in efficiency, false 
teeth racked up a poor 12 per cent. 


SEASICKNESS 


Q. IJ hr do some people get seasick and not 
others? 


A. There is no simple explanation. It is known, 
however, that infants are less likely to get sea­ 
sick or to have other types of motion sickness 
than older children and adults. Perhaps this is 
because the infants nervous system is not well 
developed. Susceptibility to motion sickness less­ 
ens in later years, perhaps because general re­ 
sponsiveness declines, or because of adaptation 
through experience. If movements are eevere 
enough everybody can be made sick.
